Jimmy Doolittle 
in England 
London, Aug. 17 —(/P)— The pres- 
ence of Brig. Gen. James H. Doo- 
ittle, who led the United States 
Army Air Force bombers in the 
attack on Japan last April :8, was 
disclosed for publication today 
He has been here ten days, and 
s expected to return to the United 
States soon. 


Doolittle, it was indicated author- 
tatively, will not be attached perm- 
anently to the American air com- 
mand in the European theater. 


This was his second special war-

"Cost - plus" plants were report-

tional labor needs. 


This "hoarding" was
